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Need a lift? Chicago area 
mass transit agencies are 
failing you, report finds

The Chicago area’s mass transit agencies are 
doing a poor job of serving the commuting 
needs of the region— portions of which are 
“transit deserts”— while planning efforts are 
haphazard, a new report says. 

Even major suburban job centers — such 
as the bustling I- 90 Corridor from O’Hare 
to Schaumburg, the crowded Oak Brook 
area and booming Naperville— “are not well- 
served by transit,” and most jobs in the region 
can’t be reached in a 90 -minute commute, the 
analysis found. 

The region will fail to meet a goal of doubling 
transit use by 2040, so efforts “must be refo- 
cused with customer satisfaction as the primary 
objective,” said a draft report prepared for the 
Northeastern Illinois Transit Task Force. 

Gov Quinn created the 15-member task 
force last August to suggest reforms for the 
transit system after controversy erupted over 
Metra’s ouster of its CEO. 

The latest findings — from a working group 
studying transit system performance— echo 
the task force’s October conclusion that the 
structure of the transit system has led to “du- 


plication, competition, uncoordinated ser- 
vice and a lack of accountability” 

The five-page draft report provides few 
details to back up its assertions, although of- 
ficials say it is a work in progress. 

The report recommends creation of a spe- 
cific plan to boost ridership, better use of ex- 
isting transportation and housing resources 
and development of “performance measures” 
toward reaching those goals. 

The draft report found that the transit sys- 
tem’s planning and operations “are fragment- 
ed, making it extremely difficult to effectively 
manage a regional approach to transit and 
development.” 

While planning efforts are being made at 
the RTA and the agencies it oversees— the 
CTA, Metra and Pace— “there is little coor- 
dination” among them, the draft said. There is 
no comprehensive set of goals, and the current 
structure “creates operational inefficiency, re- 
dundant service and gaps in service,” it said. 

The RTA, the CTA and Metra had no re- 
sponse to the report Wednesday Pace would 
not comment on specific findings, but said it 
was committed to improvement. 

“Without a greater investment in transit, it 
will be extremely difficult for the transit agen- 
cies to address” some of the problems. Pace 
spokesman Patrick Wilmot said.

Animal protection on 
City Council agenda

City officials laid out an animal protection 
agenda Wednesday as a veteran alderman intro- 
duced a measure that would make horse-drawn 
carriages a thing of the past and an ordinance 
to require dogs or cats sold in city pet stores to 
come from shelters gained momentum. 

Southwest Side Aid. Edward Burke (14th) 
said he was spurred to propose banning horse 
carriages at least in part by New York Mayor 
Bill de Blasio’s vow to end the carriage rides 
in Central Park. “The/re a nuisance, the/re a 
traffic hazard, it’s cruel to the animals, and we 
should be able to beat New York City to the 
punch,” Burke said. 

Burke challenged the idea that the carriages 
are beloved by tourists. I don’t know 

that the tourists love cruelty to animals, nor I 
do know that tourists that don’t ride in the car- 
riages want to be inconvenienced by the traffic 
jams and the hazards that are created,” he said. 


BOND PLAN APPROVED 

The City Council on Wednesday gave the 
Emanuel administration authority to issue up 
to $900 million in new bonds and to double 
the city’s short-term line of credit to $1 billion. 


The ordinance, which would stop the city 
from renewing licenses for horse-drawn car- 
riage operators, got a boost from Mayor 
Emanuel, who gave it provisional backing after 
Wednesday’s City Council meeting. 

City Clerk Susana Mendoza is spearheading 
a move to require pet stores in Chicago selling 
pooches and felines to get them from shelters 
or rescue groups rather than from so-called 
puppy mills where she said the animals often 
live in deplorable conditions and end up with 
debilitating, costly diseases that force families 
to give them up. Mendoza said 47 aldermen 
signed on to support the new rules.

CVS will stop selling 
tobacco products 


CVS Caremark said Wednesday that it would 
stop selling tobacco products at its 7,600 
stores by October, becoming the first national 
drugstore chain in the U.S. to take cigarettes 
off the shelf 

Public health experts called the decision by 
the No. 2 U.S. drugstore chain a precedent- 
setting step that could pressure other retailers 
to follow suit. Walgreen Co. said Wednesday 
morning it was not making the same move at 
this time. 

“We will continue to evaluate the choice of 
products our customers want,” Walgreens said 
in a statement. 

In May a Walgreen executive said the com- 
pany which focuses its branding on good 
health, was continuing to seU cigarettes to stay 
competitive with other drug store chains, con- 
venience stores and grocery stores. 

President Obama, a former smoker, said 
CVS had set a powerful example. 


“Today’s decision will help advance my ad- 
ministration’s efforts to reduce tobacco-relat- 
ed deaths, cancer and heart disease, as well as 
bring down health care costs,” Obama said in 
a statement. 

CVS, whose Caremark unit is a major phar- 
macy benefits manager for corporations and 
the U.S. government’s Medicare program, said 
the decision would strengthen its position as a 
health care provider. 

“I think it will put pressure on other retail- 
ers who want to be in health care,” said CVS 
Caremark Chief Medical Officer Dr. Tfoyen 
Brennan. 

Advocates hope the voluntary move by CVS 
will have a ripple effect across other drugstore 
chains. 

Some retailers stopped selling cigarettes 
years ago: Target decided to drop them in 1996, 
while East Coast supermarket chain Wegmans 
Food Markets did so in 2008. 


U.N. report demands 
Vatican action 

In a scathingly blunt report, 
the United Nations Committee 
on the Rights of the Child 
on Wednesday accused the 
Vatican of systematically turn- 
ing a blind eye to decades of 
sexual abuse of children by 
priests, and demanded it im- 
mediately turn over known or 
suspected offenders to civil 
justice. 


Hoffman’s autopsy 
was inconclusive 

An autopsy of Philip Seymour 
Hoffman’s body was inconclu- 
sive, and the determination 
of the official cause of death 
will have to wait for additional 
testing, the New York City’s 
medical examiner’s office said 
Wednesday. A spokeswoman 
said there was no time frame 
available for when the tests 
would be completed. 


North, South Korea 
to hold reunions 

North and South Korea agreed

“It had been in our mind for a long time 
with such great, quality work being made for 
TV,” SXSW head of film Janet Pierson said. 
“We want to stay in the middle of what’s ex- 
citing.” 

The interactive side of SXSW remains a 
hub for up-and-coming startups and tech gi- 
ants, which may be one reason their compa- 
triots on the film side called the section “Epi- 
sodic” rather than “TV” 

The star power is notable throughout the 
film festival, particularly in the small, talent- 
focused headliners section. “Neighbors,” the 
Rogen-Efron movie, will premiere alongside 
the “Veronica Mars” movie and “Chef,” Jon 
Eavreau’s movie starring himself, Sofia Ver- 
gara and Scarlett Johansson. 

“There has always been a lot of interesting 
talent here, but maybe it is a function of how 
movies are getting made,” Pierson said. “Even 
low-budget films are trying to attract more 
cast {members}.”
